Oak Bay Council Considering

The i.fipoRltlon of a, license on cor- 
porations or individuals ' conducting 
horse races or side . shows, or hawk- 
ing at such cntertaluinents. Is the in- 
tention of two byliiws before tho reeve 
and council of Oak Bay. They came 
up at last night's session of that body. 

Although tho details of the con- 
templated regulations were new to the 
majority of the council, their earnest- 
ness was displayed by tho expeditious 
manner in which they v/cro dealt with. 
A Buggestion that they might bo laid 
over in order that all might become 
thoroughly acquainted w'lth their con-' 
tents was not considered. Th« first 
and seeoiid readings and the commit- 
tee stages followed In quick succes- 
sion and now it only remalns/for the 
linishing touch to be administered to 
maki' them law. 

The amount of the tax In each in- 
stancre isn't mentioned. That, it was 
stated by the councillors, would be 
li.xed to suit the eircumstaricea. The 
object of the bylaw, it was declared, 
w;iH to (■nsuro thu district a revenue 
that would defray the cost of policing 
the grounds and tho race track during 



Ottawa, Mairch 29.-- Sir Wilfrid 
Laurler today announced the policy 
of the government in regard to Brit- 
ish navnl defence In the following re- 
solution: 

"This House fully, recognizes the 
duty of tho people of Canada as they 
increase li\ numbers and wealth to 
assume In. larger, measure the re- 
sponMbUlties of ilatlohul defence. 

"The Hoiise 'eafflrma the opinion 
lepeatedly expressed by representa- 
tives of Canada that under the pro- 
sent constitutional relations between 
the old country and tho Belf-goveriiing 
dominions, the iiayment of any stated 
contribution ' to the Imperla.l treasury 
for luival and military purposes would 
not be, so far as Canada is. concerned, 
a satisfactory solution of tho iiuestlon 
of defence. 

"Tho House lias observed with satis- 
faction tho relief afforded in recent 
years to the ta.xjiayers of the United 
Kingdom tlirough the assumjition by 
Uh; Canadian people of considerable 
military expenditure formerly charged 
to tlio Imperial treasury. 

"Tho House will cordially approve 
of any necessary expenditure designed 
to promote the organization of a Csun- 
•adlan' naval service In co-operation 
with and in.close relation to tho Im- 
perial navy :atons ' the linos suggested 
by tho admiralty at the last Imperial 
conference, and In full sympathy with 
tho view that the naval supremacy of 
Britain Is essential to the security of 
commerce, the safety of the empire, 
and the i)eace of the world. 

"Tho House expresses Its firm con- 
viction that whenev(!r tho need arises 
tho Canadian poojilo will be found 
ready and willing to mako any sacri- 
fice neccsHary to give tlie Imperial au- 
thorities the most loyal and hearty 
co-operation in every movement for 
tho maintenance and tho honor of tho 
British empire." 

Mr. Foster's Views. 
Mr. Foster who brought up tlio sub- 
ject -was loudly cheered on rising. In 
his opening sentences ho maxle it clear 
that hla was a resolution which had 
arisen out. of later events and circum- 
stances. 'In ^'brief, It declared that 
Canadai should no longer delay In as- 
suming her proper share of - respon- 
sibility and the financial burden In- 
cldont to tho suitable , protection of 
her exposed coast .line and groat sea 
Iiorts. It was not Introduced in any 
party B])lrlt. Mr. I'^oster also ex- 
pressed the desire that the whole mat- 
ter might be kejjt as far as possible 
outside party contention. It seemed 
to Mr. Koster that tlio time liud ar- 
rived when liarllanieiit and people 
should sit down ami take stock of tho 
position and come to some conclusion 
as to whether they had duties to per- 



Tho Premier's Reply, -' . 

Sir Wilfrid, Lawler paid > a tribiite 
to Mr. Foster's -eloquent I speech, to' 
which little vexcepi^tlonioould bo taken. 
He admired; the' manlier' In which this 
difiloult and Important subject had 
been approached. Mr. Foster had not 
delinod the policy ho would like to see 
adopted. It had always been and 
would always be Canada's unalterable 
determination to <?n.rry out every duty 
Implied by the title of British subjects. 
They would rise to every nccdod sacri- 
fice to maintain unimpaired tho rank 
and status occupied by Canada In the 
Empire and the Emtiire tlirougllout 
tho world. "But," declared tho pre- 
mier, "we are not to be carried away 
or stampeded from what has been tho 
settled policy and deliberate course 
which we have laid down by any 
hasty, feverish action, however spec- 
tacular sucli action may be." 

It behooved Canadians as freemen to 
look at tho position calmly and delib- 
erately to ascertain whore they stood, 
and to deterpilne whether they should 
persist In the course adopted long ago. 
The fact could not be disguised that 
at present there, was a .passing wave 
in which could be traced anger, en- 
thuslasii) an(l fear, maybe calculated 
by some to "force; Canada to 'depart 
from her policy and contribute at onco 
to the British navy. The oiiestion was 
not now; it was as old as Confedera- 
tion Itself. It presented itself in con- 
crete form in the imperial conference 
of 1002. The proposition was brought 
licfore the Canadian delegates that all 
tlie self-governing dominions should 
contribute to the army and navy. Tills 
was not viewed by Canadian ministers 
witli favor. They declined to accept 
It, and presented their views of what 
Canada was prepared to do. 

Sir Wilfrid then read to tho Houso 
the memorandum wliicli set forth that 
Canada -was prepared to develop her 
own system of defense on land and sea, 
but give no cash contribution. That 
was tho position then taken, and tho 
ministers saw no reason to depart 
from it today.

Levy found twenty-one inches of snow 
upon the ground; when he left three 
weeks later it was still snowing. 

Prior to visiting Salt Lake he spent 
sonic little time In Sjiokano and he 
found the atmosphere of that bustling 
American centre inspiring. Someone 
pointed out to him on the street a 
•man who had the day before refused 
an offer of a million dollars for a 
business block ho o-wned. KIghtocn 
months before ho had been driving a 
milkwaggon at llfteen dolalrs a week. 

"Still eighteen months later he might 
bo back at the old Job," reflected Mr. 
Levy and consoled himself with the 
thought that while Victoria a mill- 
ion was not made so quickly, it at 
least was more leisurely In taking to 
itself wings. 

In Los Angeles he found several 
AMctorlans doing very well; Mr. Marks 
engaged in the .brick manufacture, 
and John Brink, who hept the Globe 
restaurant twenty years ago. 

But It was In San Diego that Mr. 
Levy spent the most of his time; San 
Diego to tho extreme south of Cali- 
fornia. A city of 45,000, San Diego 
has entered on somewhat ovll times. 
Buslnes.^i is poor. There is little do- 
ing and while the price of real estate 
soars and tho Insuranco agent is om- 
iilpresiMit, tho living also Is high and 
conditions aro not good. Outside tho 
city, orchard land, jilantcd with orango 
and lemon trees is selling for from 
$250 to $300 an aero and finds no buy- 
er.H. \Mneyards sell for from $150 to 
$200 an acre and Ilnd no buyers. Tho 
l)roduct cannot be marketed at a prollt. 
sStill tlie country Is beautiful and Mr. 
Levy in common with the residents 
who never tire of referring to It, en- 
joyed the iirospect of tho bay. 

Saiit.a I3arl)ara, the finest city in 
the south, was visited and at Coron- 
ado .Mr. Levy saw the largest wooden 
building on cai-tli In Its hotel. 

.San I'Yanclsco Is making good pro- 
gress. Within tliree years all vestiges 
of tile lire will be willed out. Of siie- 
i lal ninmont IS tho construction of a 
system of cisterns throughout tho city, 
In connection with the system Of Are 
llgliting. 

.Salem, the capital of Oregon, with 
Its piles of public buildings, was visit- 
ed and one of the pleasantest excur- 
sions of the tour. was. the run from 
that town to Portland,,'llfty-three miles 
by electric car.

Croydon Election Indicates tlie 
Popular Demand For More 
". Vessels' . . : 



London, March 29. — By a strictly 
party vote of 453 to 136, the House of 
Commons tonight refueed to express 
lack of confidence In the government's 
naval policy. The motion on which 
today's notable debate hinged, was 
Ijroiiosed by' Arthur Hamilton Lee, 
Conservative member from Hants. It 
set forth "that in the opinion of this 
house, tho declared policy of ills Maj- 
esty's government respecting tho im- 
mediate provision for battleships of 
the newest type does not sufficiently 
ensure the safety of the empire." 

The resulting vote was expected, but 
the debate proceding It was ono of 
tho most momentous to which the 
house has listened for years..-;. The, as; 
sembly of tho dlplomatlO'-tioriiS;. ."atid;;- 
pcers testified to its Int^rhatlohal-Vas 
well as domestic .. Importance. ■ ■ The 
leaders, of iboth . sides ispoke, . In addlt- 
Ion to several lessor' llgnts.' A. X Bal- 
four and Mr. Leo accused tho cabinet 
of Incompetency and demanded that 
eight Dreadnoughts be laid down im- 
mediately. Premier Asqalth and Sir 
Edward Grey, secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, reproached their opponents for 
making a party question of tho most 
vital ' matter of the country's foreign 
relations. 

Secretary Grey's speech was the not- 
ablo contribution, because of- its re- 
markable candor. Ho dwelt on the dlp- 
lomatio aspects of the BrltlsH-German 
rivalry, and the hopelesenesSjVot , ex- 
pecting any cessation of ^tho Trace ■ for 
armaments, and he predlcted'^eyentual 
European ,bankruptcy,^IC'Odhtlnued, Af- 
ter his explanation- 6ftfthe;sovernment'3 
policy,'- the' speeches from the opposi- 
tion bianches fleemed halt-hoartod, al- 
though v flashes ot enthusiasm wero 
kindled among the opposition mombera 
by the. announcement, whllo Mr. Bal- 
four was speaking;-. of the victory ioC» 
tho Conservatives in tho Croydon eleor'- 
tlon. 

Th.e Socialist members of tlie Reich- 
stag and tho British Laborltes ex- 
changed telegrams, pledging them- 
selves to work for the reduction of 
armaments, just about tho timo that 
tho British foreign secretary was 
frankly declaring that the British navy 
was designing solely for protection 
against Germany. 

Guided by Germany, 

Describing tho international aspect 
of the situation. Sir Edward said that 
naval expenditures frequently bad boon 
dseusscd by the two countries, always 
wllliout reserve. There was appre- 
hension in Germany that Great Britain -, 
W£(s preparing to attack her; thU :ho: 
characterized as a "wild and absurd 
Idea." t . .' . . '. - .-- '. ■• 

Ho did not consider ft;, a cause of ^ 
complaint that Gerihainy had not en- 
tered into an arrangement with Great 
Britain, as one could be proposed only 
on tho basis of a superior British navy, 
which would he .a dilllctilt thing for 
the German government to put before 
the people. 

"Tlio Germans," said the secretary 
"view their programme as ono made 
for their own needs, and one which has 
no reference to our programme. Their 
idea Is that It wo built fifty Droad- 
noughts, or a hundred, tlioy would not 
build more than the number already 
deckled upon, ond If we ceased to build 
altogether, they would not build one 
less. 

"Wo have no difficulty- in accepting 
that view without reproach, and Just 
as little dlfllculty in saying frankly 
that our view as to our own nayal 
needs Is that our expenditure Is and 
must bo dependent upon German ex-- 
pondlturees. It Is essential that we 
Keep our navy In a superior condi- 
tion. If I were asked to name the 
one thing which would most assure us 
with regard to tho prospects ot peace. 
It would be that tho naval expenditure 
of Germany Is being diminished and 
that ours is following suit. Germany 
has given verba! but explicit assur- 
ances that she did not Intend to ac- 
celerato her n.'Lval programme, and 
would have only thirteen Dreadnoughts 
by the ond of 1912. Tho Brithsh gov- 
ernment had accepted these assur- 
ances, but was Informed that four 
more would be In the trial stage six 
months earlier, according to tho Ger- 
man custom, capable of , being put Into 
commission. Moreover changes in tho 
Eurppeaii situation might lead to a 
change In tho German programme. He 
did not believe In the British govern- 
ment ordering eight ships immediately, 
as they would not be ■completed any 
sooner than If four -^vere withheld. 
Somo time, he pointed out, Germany 
might change the. type oC her ''ahlp's, 
which would necessitate a British 
change. 

The secretary declared that the vast- 
iiess ot the expenditures for armaments 
had beooiiie a satire and a reflection 
on the clvllly.atlon of the world. If 
It went on It must sooner or later lead 
Europe to national bankruptcy. 
Croydon's Verdict 

Whllo the' Houso of Commons -waa 
deliatlng the naval question today, tho 
voters of tho Croydon, district regis- 
tered tliclr opinion by olocting as mem- 
of parliament Sir H. T. Hermon Hodge, 
Conservative, who advocated tho 
building of eight Dreadnoughts.

DIES FULL OF YEARS 

Capt, William Moore Was One 
of Oldest Sea Captains on 
the Pacific

of Skagway, one of the oldest sea cap- 
tains ;onv- the jPaolflC.-d resl • 
denco," 3lV Klngrston street,"' on " Sunday 
last. 

The late William Moore became 
famou.s In the Xoi'thwe.st as tho 
founder of tho town of Hkagway, 
where he had located with his family 
long before the outbreak of the Klon- 
dike excitement. For yearH jirc^vious 
to the gold rush iMr. iloore had tho 
most unbounded faith In tho future 
of tho Yukon, Mid he never tired of 
predicting just such discoveries , which 
afterwards excited tho wholo world 
and caused the most wonderful stam- 
pede In history. In the early nineties, 
Mr. Moore, who has prospected tho 
.territory now known as tho Yukon, 
repeatedly urged upon the government 
tho necessity of building roads and 
trails so as to enable prospectors and 
miners to get in. He docUiircd there 
was lots of gold In there, but in most 
instances he was not taken seriously. 
So. great was hia faith in the coun- 
try, however, that he went and occu- 
pied the site of tho one place on tho 
northern coast which would of ne- 
cessity bo the gateway to the scene

of the gold find. Ho had not long to 
wait — for in 1895 a courier arrived at 
tho coast wltli tho news ttiat gold had 
lieen found in great iiuantllles on 
Eldorado creek, Klondike, by men 
named Carmack and Henderson, and 
In tho twinkling of an eye, figuratively 
.■jpeaklng, Skaeway became the most 
important point on the entire Pacific 
coast. How It became thronged with 
gold-seekers from all parts of the 
world, how thousands gathered there 
and took up the long wearisome 
"mush" over the White Pass to the 
land of allurement Is an old story — 
suffice to say. It wan the most won- 
derful stampede In history. Hundreds 
of squatters took up land on Mr. 
Moore's townslte, and then began an 
era of litigation for possession f]f the 
property which I\Ir. Moore and the 
squatters curried through all the 
courts In tho United States. The re- 
sult of the many trials was that Mr. 
Moore got title to but a fraction of 
which ho originally possessed. 

To accommodate the shipping which 
assumed such vast proportions as soon 
as Skagway siirang Into prominence, 
Mr. Moore headed a company which 
constructed tho first large wharf. 
This property i>roved very romuner.a- 
tlve. Jlr. Alooro became so liivolvi/d 
In litigation, however, that he shortly 
disposed of his interests in the wliarf. 

Some four years ago, his health fail 
ing, ho disposed of practically all his 
Interests ait Skagway and took up Ills 
residence In Victoria, where he 
malned until his death. Though far 
advanced In years, Mr. Moore dreaniei: 
of some day returning to the Yukon 
and he repeatedly told his friends of 
his belief that much gold was yet to 
bo found in remote sections of the 
country with which ho was faniill,-ir. 

A widow, three sons — Will ia.in, Hen- 
Jamln, anci .lolin — and three daugli- 
ters— Mrs. (Capt.) Meyer, Mr.s. (Or.) 
Taylor and .M r.s. .Iosc(>lyn, sur\-lve him. 
William is in tlie Yukon, .Tolin Is jmr- 
Ki>r of thn Princess Beatrice, and Hen- 
Jamln is living at Tacoma. Mrs. Meyer 
lives In Victoria, Mrs. Joscelyn In 
Chicago, a<nd Mrs. Taylor: In' Sa.n 
l'"ranclsco. The latter arrived in Vic- 
toria In time to see her father before 
lie died.

A council meeting of the board of 
trade was held ytsloiday afternoon, 
tlie president, Mr. Simon Leiser, in 
the chair, and tho other members pre- 
sent being Messrs, I., A. Geiige, J. J. 
ShuUcrosB, Rlchard'H^ll, F. A. Pauline, 
D, 'R. Ker .and J. I* Bcckwitli. The 
very important question of Canada's 
attitude towards the Imperial nav> 
was Introduced, and after some dis- 
cussion it was decided to call a spe- 
cial meeting of the board upon the 
aifternoon ot Thursday next, tho 1st of 
April, for its fuller consideration.

(c) Inspects any risks or adjusts any 
loss or carries on any business of In- 
surance on behalf of 

Any Individual underwriter or un- 
derwriters or on behalf of any insur- 
ance company, without the license pro- 
vided for by this act in that behalf 
or after such license has been revoked 
or suspended; and 

2. Every person who after publica- 
tion In the Canada Gazette of the sus- 
pension or cancellation of the license 
of any company or Lloyd's Association 
of individual underwriters, delivers 
any policy of insurance, collects any 
premium, Inspects any risks or adjusts 
any loss, or transacts any business of 
In.surance on behalf of such company 
or Lloyd's Association of Individual 
underwriters; and 

(a) Every director, manager, agent, 
or other ofllcer of any assessment life 
Insurance company .subject to tho pro- 
visions of Purl II. of this act which 
carries on business without being 
licensed or registered;^ and 

(b) Every person who transacts anj 
business of insurance on behalf of any 
such company which so carries on 
buslnes.s without being registered ; and 

(c) Every director, manager, agent,

derwriter becomes liable for a propor- 
tionate part of tho whole amount in- 
sured by a policy, may bo authorized 
to transact Insurance other than life

.tles of the cuso, tlioy are quite pre- 
pared to pay for one. Wliether or not 
this Is tho best way to kIvc assistance 
is a matter that can best bi' decldcil 
b.v the admiralty after tlio vlt^w.s of 
the Dominion govornnient li;ive ]>cini 
laid before it. We have ul lianil tlio 
Toronto News in wlilch the substance 
of Interviews with eleven members of 
Parliament on' the suljject Is given. 
The names are not erlven. One of them, 
and he is described as an On- 
tario Conservative, is opposed to 
anything being done except In the 
way of strengthening our land 
force, for he thinks that what 
Canada could do in respect to a navy 
would be of no great service. A Mani- 
toba Conservative favors giving as- 
'Sistance without specifying how. A 
.British Columbia Conservative strongly 
favors a force of our own and Is not 
prepared to make a, cash contribution. 
A Western Liberal would have us 
maintain our own force and contribute 
Bomething^besldeb. ' A Quebec Bngliah- 
speakuig Conservative favors a force 
of our own and is opposed to a cash 
contribution. An Ontario Conservativo 
Is opposed to our doing anything. A 
Maritime Province Conservative wants, 
lis to ■ participate In ' some way. An 
Ontario Conservative is In favor of a 
force of our own. A Quebec English - 
spcciking Liberal wants us to have con- 
tribute cash after we have a voice 
In Its ^expenditure, A French-spealcing 
Queh'ec lilberal wants Canada to have 
a naval force when the country gets 
richer, and ho thinks the present 
alarm not important. An Ontario 
Conservative thinks .wo should have 
a force of our own and not contribute 
anyihfng. These expressions of opin- 
ion possibly fairly represent the mental 
state of the members of Parliament on 
thIS' question, and bear out the sug- 
gestion of the correspondent of the 
News that discussion Is needed to cry- 
Etallzc the views of members. 

Tho Toronto Telegram talces an ex- 
ceedingly serious view of tho ambi- 
tions of Germany. It says tliat 
Britain's naval supremacy is proof that 
rthe cpntrol of the seas is no.t inimical 
to human liberty, when vested In tho 
hands of a civilian power; but In tho 
liands of a great military jiower like 
Germany It fears the results would be 
disastrous. It says: "It Is a danger 
to Humanity, to liberty, to everything 
that makes life precious In free na- 
tions that military powers should 
carry their armed frontiers off tlie 
continent of Europe on to the open 
seas." We quote the following from 
the Toronto Globe with unqualilled 
approval: 

The. .time. has come when the larger 
obligations of "membership in the Eni- 
piro must bo frankly accepted. One of 
the .suggestions offered is that Canada 
.■should make u yearly contributkm in 
aid of the IJritisli navy. It is to b(i 
l i;are(l thai tliat would bi; progress , in 
a wrong direction. The i)oopie of 
('anada have nourishe-d the ambition 
to in-(i\-id(' for tlielr own defence by 
tile niaintenanoe of their own land 
forces, .\ similar asiilralion v.lU be 
tlielr guiding iirlnclple in assuming a 
part of lla; burden of the naval defence 
of the liuipire. 

The Canadian people do not indulge' 
:\n C'xaggerated opinion of what they 
can do to augment l!ie mighty n.aval 
Instrument widch g\uirds the lnt(.'fj;rity 
of the King's po.ssi-ssions, Ilul if any 
rival nation Is dlspused to dlsputi' the 
capacity of Hrltaln to hold lier supre- 
macy at sea we should malce it clear 
lliat in such a conipcjtltlon (."anada is 
prepared to lling the smug ina.xims of 
jinanclal ))rude'nce to the wind.s and do 
jiiore tlian her sliare in the game of 
turning Dreadnoughts from tlie stocU-s 
If , tho 05,000,000 of Germans have con- 
cluded that they can build more mon- 
sters of the deep than the 42,000,000 of 
Srlilshers, it is time that It should be 
hroiight to their attention that there 
are more BritlsberB than those in the 
British Isles. Plucky little New Zea- 
jland has had the honor of uttering the 
first reminder. The Dominion of Can- 
ada ouglit not to leave New Zealand 
long alone in that respect. Within the 
next two years tho colonies of Britain 
yhould be able to i)laee three Dread- 
noughts at the disposal of tile motlier- 
laiid — anil they sliould do It, So far 
iis Canada is concerned, such v(!Ksels 
wo<ild be under the control of the 
<:anadlan government, iiut that only 
nnother way of saying that they 
^vould always be at the call of the 
Jhnpiro In every worthy cause and in 
every tlnio of danger. 

Canadians art! not enamored of wiir 
(U- w;irllk(; i>reparations, Imt wlilli.' they 
live in the world of men thi'y recognl/.o 
that they cannot live as they would, 
Jnit as they must. Building warships 
und constituting battalions are looked 
tipon as somewhat 'Ironic provisions for 



peace, but at the present moment a 
domoiistration that tho British race, 
wherever it may be found, is ready to 
assume any task rather than see the 
one indlspenrnblo guarantee of Its 
security, unity, and perpetuity threat- 
ened or Imperilled, must have a sober- 
ing and rationalizing effect. Tlie time 
has come for Canada to declare her- 
self dollnltoly and resolutely, and to 
back her declarations with her deeds. 

The attitude of tho Dominion gov- 
ernment, as well as It can be gathered 
from the telegrams is .satisfactory as 
far as It goes, but it hardly soems to 
go far enough, for it does not recognize, 
the need of ltnthediate,action. ,Without 
the • exact phraseology of the resolu- 
tion wo cannot say if the government 
commits Itself to approaching tho 
Admiralty without any delay. The 
statement made in. It that Canada la 
prepared to devote her whole power In 
men and money to the defence of tho 
Empire is vor.v good, if it is anything 
more than a iiioro academic proposi- 
tion. It would, however, be unfair to 
criticize the .action of the ministry 
until we know exactly what it Is. 

AS TO MILLIONAIRES. 

The fox .naid the graju's were sour 
'anyway. I'osslbly it is tor a similar 
reason that we are unable to sympa- 
tliize witli a re-eont writer in a promi- 
nent United States weekly who ex- 
jircssed himself as in favor of certain 
conditions, because then, lie said, 
"there would be more millionaires." 
As we look at it from the liinnbli^ 
standpoint of the fellow who wouldn't 
mind getting up pretty early on sev- 
eral mornings In suece«sion to make a 
thousand dollars, it seems tliat the 
I)rincipal advantage in being a mil- 
lionaire must consist In being one of 
a comiiaratively few people. Theoret- 
ically milionnlres have during recent 
years become a.s phmtiful as blaclt- 
bcrrles, but wlien their estute.s come 
to be Inventoried, either because the 
executors or administrators have taken 
hold of it or a cold wind has blown 
down Wall street, it is surprising liow 
the big fortunes shrink. Of course 
there are lots of people with million.-?, 
init they are in the small minority, and 
all their fun would be spoiled if all tlio 
rest of us were millionaires also. They 
would then want to bo billionaires and 
all the wretched bueiness of levelling 
up would have to bo gone over again. 
The newspaper fellow had better try 
to cut down the standard to say $100,- 
000. At tho same time. If any one has 
any desire to make some-disinterested 
Individual a millionaire, we shall bo 
happy to furnish the address of a com- 
petent iiorson to fill the jiosltion. 

Now tho above would never have 
been written,, and the worjd would 
have been by s6 much the poorer. If Sir 
Thomas Shaughnrasy had not told an 
interviewer in Detroit that ho believed 
"the day Is coming when It will be 
considered vulgar for a man to^ have' 
more than a million dollars.'' Sir 
'i'honias say.s that if we are to have 
an aristocracy it ouglit to be one of 
brains, refinonicnt and useful, con- 
scientious work. After all has been 
said, that Is pretty nearly the way 
things are now. A man who is merely 
rich i'S not von,' much of a person even 
In these sordid days, and one of the 
best things about' the existing social 
condition is that many of the people, 
who are millionaires, are also brainy, 
refined, useful and conscientious. If 
there is any subject upon which a 
newsi).';.per man can write absolutely 
without personal bias it is that of mil- 
lionaires. Newspaper men have made 
otiier i)cople millionaires, but If any of 
they have ever got themselves in that 
category they liave kejit the fact 
scrupulously hidden. The millionaire is 
nn exceedingly useful parson. When 
we got on board one of the fine steam- 
ers running out of this port for a sail 
among tho adjacent Isles of tho Idlest, 
and with our feet up on the rail enjoy 
every second of a balmy summer af- 
ternoon, we do not think much about 
the grimy fellows down in tho stoko- 
liold who are .shovelling coal Into the 
furnaces to keep up the steam In the 
boilers. Yet If they stopped stoking, 
the steam would go down, the ship 
would go on the rocks and we 
would bo apt to get wet and cross. As 
things have adjusted themselves on 
I lie part of this planet wherein we 
reside, the millionaires are tho stoI;ers 
and their dollars are the steam In the 
hollers. l"'osslbly it all coulii be ar- 
ranged better; but it isn't, and a phll- 
o.'^ldilc mind will strive to be content 
with things a^s tliey are. It was 
Charles Lamb, who said that he eoiild 
not express Ills tlKinlis to the rich peo- 
ple of I'JnglaJul. who kept up iovely 
grounds for him to look at without the 
least expense or worry on his part. The 
chief difference, good sir or madam, 
between you ini the deck of the Prin- 
cess Charlotte and the gentle slwash 
or Id.iutcliniari in a luniible and e\-il- 
smelilng eaiioe. consists In the fact that 
some misguided people are mlUlonuires 
and otiiers want to ho. Hence It is that 
you can take your wife und babies for 
a summer's day journey iind have more 
solid comfort for a dollar und a half 
than Solomon In all his glory could get 
for a thousand shekels of silver. 'I'he 
mllionaire is an exceedingly useful 
vari.'ty of tlie genus homo, although of 
course, no one wants him to become so 
common as to be vulgar, In any sense 
of those words. 

Sir Thomas Shaughnessy's iioint Is 
that nioney-niaking is not, or nither 
ought not to be the chief aim of hu- 
man activity. He thinks men should 
cultivate the art of talcing recreation 
and other faculties of their nature be- 
side that of money-getting. He thinks 
ho sec« a disposition in tliat direction 
on the part^of Canadians to a greater 
extent than 'among our' neighbors, if 
this is true It Is a very, oxcellont thing 
for Canada, for to return to the simile 
used above, there ought to be some- 
thing else about tho social alilp than the 



stoke-hold and ■ the boilers. It must 
■be an unhappy thing to be, as Mr. 
Richard Watson Gilder once eald, 
"simply a rich man."

In a prepared speecli to be 
at tho International Peace Banquet re- 
cently held -m New York, it is said 
that Mr. Andrew Carnegie intended to 
refer to negotlaiions between the 
United Kin.gdoni and the 'United 
States, whereby the former will agree 
to protect tho possessions of the lat- 
ter on the Pacific seaboard and the 
latter the iiossesslons of tho former 
on tlK' Atlantle seaboard of America. 
l''or some unexplained reason Mr. t:ar- 
negie did not deliver the speech pre- 
pared by him und substituted an In- 
formal talk. The despatch telling of 
the banquet says that If he had fol- 
lowed out his original intention he 
would hm'e created an international 
sensation, and this certainly w^ould 
have been the case if he had said any- 
thing like what is mentioned above. 
With the United States guarding the 
Canadian seaboaird the hands of Brit- 
ain would bo Immensely strengthened 
In ihe event of a war with any Euro- 
pean iiower, and with the United 
Kingdom guarding the Pacific coast 
of the United States that country 
\Vould be Immune from attack from 
any quarter. 

Such an agreement Is by no means 
outside the realm of probability. The 
United States could not afford to per- 
mit any European power to occupy 
Canada. Great Britain could not af- 
ford to permit any power, ISuropean 
or Asiatic, to occupy the Pacific Const 
States. It is impossible to point out 
any causes of dispute out of which 
hostilities between the United King- 
dom anil the United States should ever 
arise. There arc some silly people in 
the laitter country who malce sense- 
less exhibitions of themselves, as was 
tho case the other day In I^ston when 
they Insisted that'" the tinltea Jack 
should be taken down from a hotel In 
which a Canadian Club was stopping 
and that it should only be hoisted 
again with tho United States ensign 
above It. These foolish people utter- 
ly misconceive the rules of Interna- 
tional courtesy. There i\vi\ some en- 
thusiastic Imperlallst.s in Canada who 
would. If they could, build an insur- 
mountable wall between this country 
and Its .southern neighbor, but they 
are In a very smmll niinoritv'. The 
English-speaking family has too much 
In common to quarrel, and this boins 
the case It would only be sane states- 
manship to discover If possible if 
there are not some means, whorcljy 
they can assist each other in the mailn- 
ti'nance of the iieace of the world.

In Canada In IflOS. It shows that ne- 
ordlng to the Information received by 
tho department up to the end of Feb- 
ruary. IDO'.i. tile' total number of labor 
orgaidzatlons formed in Canada during 
WOS was 197, and of organlsuitlons 
dissolved, 90. There was accordingly 
not increase of 107 during tho year 
of ttie number of organii-.atlons in ex- 
istence. Compared with 1907, the ac- 
tivity of organization was less pro- 
nounced, 232 organizations having 
liien formed and n,S dissolved during 
(hat period, a gain of ]71. Tlie year, 
liowevci', was niucli more active than 
11I06, In which 154 unions were foi-med 
iind S.T dissolved, a gain of 69; tlian 
i;iOr>, in which 103 were formed .-md 
105 (ilssolved, a loss of 2; or than 1!I03, 
In wliieli l'!8 were formed and 104 dis- 
solved, a gain of 44. The only other 
ye.-ir, in addition to 1907, in which the 
formation of labor organizations was 
more aeth'e in Canada, since the rc- 
eiMil of tlu.' dci)artinent was establish- 
ed, was I'JO:!, in whlcli the total num- 
ber of unions formed reached 275, and 
of unions dissolved, 64, a net gain or 
221, being the largest recorded.

If anybody knows 
the "asplr'atloiris ■ which animate the 
runlt and file It la Sir Alexander Ac- 
land Hood and Mr. Porclvol Hughes. 
"The Liberals," said the flrat-named, 
"are afraid of tariff reform." "Wher- 
over," said the sedpnd, "that policy 
(tariff reform) has been put before 
the electors there has been a trium- 
phant victory for the Unionist party 
or an enormously reduced majority." 
Has not this been tho experience of 
every worker on which ever side at 
every bye-eloctlon? 

The Standard says: — Credit is due 
to King Peter and his new cabinet for 
their coUrnge in damping down tlie 
war movement In Belgrade. In the 
pacific yet extremely ■ skilful note 
which thoy have addressed to tho 
Powers thoy forego none of Servla's 
legitimate claims or reasonable ambi- 
tions. A great feat of statecraft would 
bo accomplished if Vienna were now 
to make overtures towards Belgrade 
and Cettinjo, thus reversing the pre- 
sent conception of her Slav policy.

gain and nothing to lose by wiping 
out of the bitter memories of the last 
live months in Europe.

IrlHli N.atloii can avoid accepting tlie 
Irl.sli l.Tiiguago al.so. A nation, built in 
Ireland out of the present elements and 
through ICngllHh, Is an impo.sslbllity. 
AVe .should he merely imitation Kngll.Hh, 
■without .strength, v.-!th""t enuragV, with- 
out faith, without any real natloniil life, 
until .sucli time a.i our consclousno.s.s 
sliould buconio merged In tli.at of Kng- 
hmd. 

The Ilev. Dr. 'Worlte, in tlie same pa- 
per, says: "Tho principle of the de- 
mand, about which 'the whole country i.s 
being torn up, is that Irish is the na- 
tional language of Ireland, and there- 
fore shoulil be obllB.'itory In an Irish 
IN'iitlonul Univer.slty. just a.s French 
would be in a Frencli university, or 
German In a German unlver.'iity. If for 
no other reason than as a linll-mark of 
Irishism, no ono who, cannot pas.s a 
matriculation eramlnation in Irhsh 
.sliould l)o allowed to enter tho univer- 
.slty." 

The .Sinn Foin organ says: "Our de- 
mand at present i.s that Irisli be made 
an essential subject, but that demand 
might well be e.xpanded, and the Irish 
and ICngllBli languages aionu made the 
lani;uai:cs essential for nmtrlcuiation."

Following out tlu-lr ideas, the lingual 
extremists declare that If Irish Is made 
oblleatory in tho university it will be 
taught In every Catliolle college in Ire- 
land, ft will kill the contempt that a 
certain class of angllcl-.:ed, or angllclz- 
hig Irlsluneii affect to have for the na- 
tional tongue; U will co-ordinate all 
Irish education from national school lo 
university. And more important slUl. 
It will notify the people of Ireland tlait 
the new university Is to he democratic 
and no mere ju-esi^rve of privilege and 
pride. The now hare-footed lad on the 
mountains of Coniiaught, Donegal, or 
Kerry will bo made from the start to 
feet that if Is his university no less 
than thnf of tho son of tho professor 
or professional man. From the huin- 
hhisl school tli(! thoughts of tho young- 
est sciuilar will lie turned to tlio uni- 
versity us tlie goal of his scholastic am- 
bitions, whore wider horizons of light 
and leading will expand before his 
young awakened Intelligence. For gen- 
erations Scotland has. In a great mea- 
; sure, been able to realize this Ideal, aiul 
i now what Ireland needs is a similar 
system of instruction. Catholic and na- 
tional,, brought within the easiest reacli 
of every Irish ehlUl, gentle and .simple. 
With tho restoration of tho Irish tongue 
tho Oaol will recover his almost lost 
Intellectual liHllvldiniilty nmqntr the na- 
tions of tho earth, and give birth to a 
distlnotlvo literature.

Herring in Great Numbers Visit Har- 
bor of Prince Rupert — Become 
Drug on Market 



Prince Rupert, March 2!). — For al- 
most a week tlie waters of the harbor 
have been turned into a huge spawn- 
ing ground by the millions of lierring 
that have come in from the colder wa- 
ters outside to lay their eggs and bask 
In the sunshine and warm \vaters. 
Frqm the (j.T.P. wharf "the ■waters 
can -be seen teeming with ith'em and 
every -sort of contrivance la brought 
Into play for the puriiose of catching 
fish. 

While the small boy. contents him- 
self ■with lying flat on tlie ■wharf and 
dropping an iron washer attached to 
a string down through tho wriggling 
mass, thcYi Jerking It quickly upwards 
when !i herring Is usually found stuck 
half way through the hole, the larger 
luiys and men move around in bouts. 
While going tlirough the motions of 
paddling with a stick into one sido 
of wliieli sharp nails are driven, they 
scoop tho herring out and drop tliem 
Into boats a dozen or more at a time. 

W'lieii the run started the iiorring 
found ready sale at live cents per 
I)ounii, hut now the llshernien can 
not give them aw.'iy. ll.'ilihut and sal- 
I moil are also rtiiming well, and many 
: good hauls of both have been made by 
tho local llslieriiien. 'I'he lu'csence of 
1 tho larg(U- llsh drives the horrliig into 
I shallow water until they beeonu^ a liv- 
! Ing mass. llenrliiK nn unusual comiiio- 
I thui 111 tlu^ water I'arly one evening a 
' camper reccntlj' went to the heacli and 
' saw the llsh uotually sticking out of 
' the walei', while farther out two biff 
llsh splashed and fought. Seizing a 
garden rako that lay handy he com- 
menced raking the water and In a few 
iiilnutos had sufficient herring to nil 
an ordinary biickot.

"Jesus at a Clinic." 

".re.= us at i\ Clinic," was the topic 
chosen by itev. II. .Mason, ."M.A., for 
his .si)eeial address In the First Con- 
gregational church last evening. 
Touching the somewhat debated sub- 
J<'ct of conversion, he observed that as 
Jesus in his character as teacher of 
Divine truth had paid very little about 
it, having mentioned it but twice In 
tlio course of all His recorded dis- 
courses, the best method which wn.s 
possessed for understanding^ what it 
meant to Him was obtained by watch- 
ing: the processes wtalcli He used in 
heiplng men, precisely ns medical stu- 
dents received by far the most useful 
part of the'ir edue.-ition not in tlie lec- 
ture room, but at the bedside of tlu^ 
iek ;ind the surterlntr, and so one 
wouhl bi'St iinderstiiiid the Inner mean- 
ing of conversion by carefully study- 
ing the attitude of Jesus at the bed- 
side of the sinner. When this method 
was followed it wan found that con- 
version at all events from its luiinan 
sid'-. n-ally meant the freeluf; of llie 
lile 1)1' man of everytliiiig, no matter 
wliat tlial ijartieiilar thing mi^'ht be, 
wliieh in any way interfei-ed with his 
riglit relationship witli (Jod.

MYSTEBY OF SUICIDE'S 
IDENTITY IS SOLVED 



Man Who Took Own Life in 
Queen's Hotel Has Been 
:,ld&ntified 



The identity of the nmn who com- 
mitted suicide in the Queen's hotel on 
January 13 last and who, prior to his 
delf destruction, took such pains to 
erase every mark which miuht give the 
authorities a clue to his name, has 
been flhally estabiishetl by the Ipollce. 
After nearly two months Investlgatioa 
the local authorities liave been advised 
by the police ot Bvesluu, that tliu sui- 
cide's name was Helnricli Gottschlich 
who was formerly a. resident of Nou- 
rode, Uornmny. A pholograph taken 
of the man at the city murijuu has 
been positively Identified by his broth- 
er Amand Gottschlich, of ilartau, as 
that o£ Helnrich Gottschlich. 

From tho statement made by Amaud 
Gottschlich to the Gcrmun authorities 
it appear.s that the suicide iiad been 
residing in America for soma time but 
returned to his home at Nevirodc in 
the beginning of October last year in 
order to obtain his inheritance from his 
father's estate. The amount of U.OOO 
marks was awaiting him in tho Muni- 
cipal Savings Bank of that place, ilo 
secured the money stating that ho In- 
tended to return to America about the 
end of the year. 

Infatuated with Waitress. 

During Ills stay at Neurode the man 
became Infatuated witli a waitress at 
an inn iu that town and' the pUoto- 
grapii found in the dead man's pos- 
session here and on the back of which 
he bad written "The Only woman in 
the world for me" and which had been 
forwarded by tho Victoria police to 
the German authorities at Hreslau was 
that of the uulcide's Innniurata. The 
photograph was about tlio only clue 
which tho police had wherewith to 
Identify the suicide. It was forwarded 
to tho German authorities as tho name 
of tlio photograplier and place of tak- 
ing, Bresluu, were printed ' thereon. 
Evidently working by means ot tills 
the girl was traced and it v.-as an easy 
mailer for the authorities there to lo- 
cate the family of the suicide. 

In company with tho girl Helnrich 
Gottschlich loft Neurodo. Early 
February his mother received a post 
card from Gottschlich expressing N 
Year's wishes and stating that tho 
card would be the last tidings which 
she would get from her son. He must 
have come etralght out to Brltiah Co- 
lumbia for ho did not leave Germany 
until the end of tho year and killed 
himself hero on Joiiuary 13. In th 
tho meantime ho and tho girl must 
have spent all tlie money he had re- 
ceived for during tlie three days which 
he spent at tlic Queen's liotcl liero, ho 
pawned several articles, the money 
thus secured being given to the hotel 
people for board and lodging. ^Vhcn 
the body was discovered tlu're was not 
a cent found. Wliat became of the girl 
the suicide's brother In Germany is 
unable to say. 

Took Relative's Name. 

Another mark Of identification whicli 
leads Amand Gottschlich to believe 
that tho suicide is ills brother Is the 
fact that the lattur, when he , Register- 
ed at tlio Queen's hotel iiere, ijseVl tiie 
name of "Albert Blimann, Westmlna- 
ter." The name Is that of the sui- 
cide's brother-in-law now residing at 
Neurode. 

When the ■ effeets were searched two 
photographs, other than that of the 
waitress, were found.' These also 
were sent to Germany and have been 
shown to be tliose of a young girl nam- 
ed Helen Makros at present living at 
Namslau, with wliom GoUschllck was 
foniierly cnamournl but \vliuni he neg- 
lected for love of the waitress. 

Amand Gottschlich, In ills slatoinent 
to the German authorities, ;^lso stated 
that his brother was insurinl lu some 
foreign lite assurance coinjKiiiy and lie 
asks tile local authorities to endeavor 
to ascertain by what company the pol- 
icy was carried. 

Police Solved Mystery, 

It will be remembered that wiien 
Gottschllcti's dead body was discovered 
at the Queen's hotel, a note, wrllten 
Ijy tile man before he drank the elx 
ounce bottle of carhoile ac!d, was found 
on Ihe bed. The note read as tolhjws: 
"Do not blame me for the course I 
have taken, as life Is a total failure as 
far as I am concerned. It will be use- 
less to find out who I am." 

Every mark on the man's linen, hat 
hand and on what few papers were In 
his pocket book, where his name had 
evidently been written had been care- 
fully erased but even this effort on 
the dead man's plrt to hide his Iden- 
tity had failed. Police Captain Palmer 
got into communication with tlio po- 
lice autiiorities of neighboring cities 
and protQBrai)lia of tlio man were 
sjircad broadcast. Many inciulrlos 
from anxious iiarents and relatives of 
missing ones wore received here ask- 
ing for detailed descrli)ti(m of the sui- 
cide but in no case was the man iden- 
tiflecl. In the German authorities the 
local police placed r(.'llance to solve the 
riddle and that their exp('ctatlons 
were realized is indicated by tho re- 
ceipt of the communication which ar- 
rived here yesterday from Gcrm.iny.

The proposed cut off along Douglas 
street from Fort street to the Yates 
street tracks Is now being Installed, 
Only a single line will be laid at pro- 
sent hut wiien the city undertakes the 
paving of Douglas street as proposed 
a double track with heavy rails will 
be laid. The necessary loop at tho end 
of tile cemetery line has boon com- 
pleted and that at tlio fair grounds will 
soon be laid. Loops are also being put 
In at the ends of the Esfiulmalt, Doug- 
las street and Spring Ridge and Oak 
Bay lines 80 that when the six now 
c.irs arrive about May 1, cars wlileh 
from their construction, will not bo 
reversible but will always run in one 
dlroptlon, the turn can be made for 
the return trip to the city.

A. T. Goward, local manager of the 
B.C. Electric company, stated yester- 
day that it is lioped to have the new 
additions to the company's rolling stoclt 
In operation here by May 1 r. or !U 
latest for the 2Uh of M.-iy rush. The 
new observ.'ition car which is also to 
bo constructed for this system will be 
tlien In operation. 

Increase iri Power. 
Mr. Qoward stated. that with tho In- 
stallation of the storage battery which 
calls. for an expenditure of about 
$20,000, the service will be materially 
Increftsed. The battery will servo as 
a species of reservoir and the street 
car system will di'aw its power from 
tiiat centre. At present the system 
takes its I'ower direct from the ma- 
chines. It very often happens that an 
exceptional amount of power is needed 
at one jiartlcular time, while a little 
later tho demand ujion the maclilmis 
slaclccns. ^Vilh the liattery the pi)w<;r 
will be stored, the demanils for power 
met as occa-slon retiulres whlK; llie ma- 
elihK^H v.'ill ^\•ov]^ steadily throughout 
without any extra work being thrown 
upon lliem. liesldes the increase In 
tho power available the wear and tear 
uiion the machines will be mlnlmiised 
ti) a great extent.

At the morning service in the Re- 
formed Episcopal Church, the rector 
on Sunday last informed tho congre- 
gation that their beloved and vener- 
able blsliop owing to his great age, 
over 01 years, and pliyslcaJ Infirmi- 
ties wag still unable to participate 
in divino worship but that his mind 
and memory wore perfectly, clear. He 
then read tt letter from Bishtip. Cridgo 
dealing with tho circumstances of tho 
foundation o( the Reformed Episcopal 
church and his appointment us bishop. 
The letter follows: 

Dearly Boioved Brethren, — I lhanii 
you most sincerely for your prayers 
on my behalf in' my retirement and 
ask yji! in return to receive from mo 
a brief review, throwing light on the 
rectitude of your position as a church 
of the Reformatio;!. Some of you may 
have seen a long article In the public 
press on the adniinistrtUlon of the 
Anglican Bishop, from whoso juria- 
dlction this congregation separated.it-; 
self, in which that separation ils^ re- 
ferred to as a schism, v/hereas Ih polnt 
of fact It was simply a withdrawal 
from schism, 

In tlio yemr 1S50 the followers of 
the Cluircli ot England worsliipped in 
a building called the Victoria District 
Church as a fully organized body un- 
der my ministry, with church ward- 
ens, vestry and Sunday school. It was 
recognized In Ha church capacity by 
tho jjistiui) o£ London, at v.'hoae re- 
quest in 18ij7, three years before the 
Anglican Bishop arrival. It waa visited 
by the Bishop of Oregon, who held a 
confirmation of twenty candidates. In 
due course this fully organized con- 
gregation received the Anglican Bishop 
and accepted his administrations. In 
ISfl!) tho church was burnt down and 
In December, 187:;, tho new church 
erected by tlio congregation in its 
stead, waa consecrated. Here tho 
trouble began, tho preacher declared 
to a crowded congregation, ' wlio had 
always been taught tho pure Church 
of England doctrine, that ritualism 
was necessary to their spiritual 
growth. Tho preacher was the bishop's 
archdeacon and this declaration was 
made in the bishop's presence;- Your 
pastor, tho rector and dean of tho 
cathedral, made a protest, saying that 
as long as he was their pastor they 
need have no fear of ritualism being 
introduced Into'tlie services. Thus tlie 
achiani began and the air was soon 
filled with it; the local i>ress abounded 
In indignant remonstrances against 
this attack on a congregation of well 
known protostant principles. This con- 
tinued for nearly two years; mean- 
while not only did the bishop utter 
no word of disapproval of a sermon 
favoring tho Romcward movement or 
give any assuranco to tho congrega- 
tion thiiit no such attack on their 
liturgical worship should be made, 
but on the contrary prosecuted on 
other grounds him who had made the 
protest, besides whicli he caused it to 
be understood that In the synod under 
wlilch the church was to be governed, he, 
tho bishop, would have aiveto to nullify 
any or all, of. its decisions. Feeling In 
this way^ that you, the congregation, 
cduld hawe no redress, you ended the 
schism by separating yourselves from 
tho Anglican Bishop's Jurladlotlon, a 
fully organized church, with your two 
church wardens, every member of tho 
church committee nnd Sunday school. 
I feel It due to many of you who do 
not know the tacts of the case to put 
this clearly before you so that your 
minds may not be troubled with the 
accusation of schism In scpairating 
yourselves from error. 

Those bravo and noble men and 
women, rich and poor, old and young, 
came out In a body because they would 
not bear to havo their wor.slilp tainted 
with error. Mark the Providence of 
God. Tho First Presbyterian Church 
In Pandorai'street placed at their dis- 
posal a second time, was the place 
where they worshipped secure In their 
newly acquired freedom; but as yejt 
without a name among Christian 
bodies. 

On the very day of the organization 

meeting letters wero received from the 
east stating that a similar movement 
against ecclesiastical domination liad 
issued in organization of a church 
called the Reformed Episcopal Church; 
and It was decided at the meeting to 
Join this. body. This was accordingly 
done, tho Issue being thmt in the fol- 
lowing year your pastor waa made 
bishop of this Jurisdiction and bo our 
church constitution was complete. 

Tills Is the light of which I apoko 
above. It is n review in which under 
God every follower may glory in your 
leaders who, 3,5 years ago, were fol- 
lowers of those who for consclencn 
sake took joyfully the spoiling of their 
goods Icnowing it to be the cause of 
rigliliiousnoss and iieaco. In fourteen 
months you built for yourselves ai 
church in place of that which you 
built nnd left behind. 

And you beloved wlio havo taken 
up tlio liurden unaided by endow- 
ments or outside help still carry on 
the work thus glnrlou.sly begun, vou 
follow those who suffered despoliation 
for the cause of Christ. "Suffer the 
word of exhortation. Let all, your 
works be done in love." As opportun- 
ity occurs give tho right hand of fel- 
lowship to those who though they 
do not use our liturgy yet In precept 
;ind jiractice nxhlblt Us truths and 
show thai not only In letter but in 
spirit you believe In the conimunhni 
of saJnts. "Wherefore, lieloved breth- 
ren, iiraylng that you may have grace 
to hold fast the beginning of vour 
confidence steadfast unto the end a.s 
true witnesses to tho faith once de- 
livered to tho saints. 

Believe me to remain yours affec-

In tlio 
cast! of illnos.s, siirlons distress might 
li.'ivo been caused, if not the risk of the 
loss of life. Busy mother.s seldom road 
the papers In the early morning and 
tlio first intimation niany of them had 
that the water was turned off was 
when they wont to the sink to wash 
the dishes or prepare tile pildday meal. 
It would have been bettor, It might be 
thought, to have kept tlie workmen 
waiting than to have caused so much 
inconvenience In hundreds of house- 
holds. If it cannot, in. future, be told 
exactly when the work Is to be done 
wliicli necessitates tile turning off of 
tile water, It would be better that peo- 
ple should be prepared for days to do 
without it than that It should bo with- 
drawn without due notice. 'Pherc ar<^ 
few who couid not sa^•o enough to last 
for twenty-four hours if they tliouglit 
It possible they would be without it 
for 80 long. 

• « » 

The great number of people who 
took advantage of the cars on Sunday 
to Tlslt the cemetery shows how many 
there are who liave loved ones lying 
In what was but a few years ago an 
almost empty piece of ground. There 
is little doubt that the case with which 
relatives and friends can now reach 
Ross Bay will result In an Improve- 
ment of what has been ao beautifully 
called God's Acre. Flowers can 'be 
tended and shrubs kept in order by 
relatives who take this way of show- 
ing their love for those whose bodies 
rest in what they will not allow to bo 
a "neglected spot." But there are 
many hinuh'f-ds of graves for whom 
there Is no one loft to care. It would 
be well If some jilan could be devised 
by which these could be kept in order. 
This would not only make the place 
more beautiful but would prevent tlie 
weeds injuring the grass and lluwers 
on the carefully-tended graves. 

There Is one dwly which the civic 
authorltios ought no Itfngor to neglect. 
Before the winds and high tides of 
autumn again attack the banks a sea 
wall sliould be built to yrovent their 
further destruction. This much we 
owe to those who have llnlshod tll(^lr 
work hero and the delit should be jiaid 
without delay. If this were done, 
there would be little to be wished for 
In the sunlit Space swept by the sea 
breezes tliat reminds one of Steven- 
son's wish. 

"Under the wide and starry sky. 
Dig the grave and let me lie, 
Giad did I live and gladly die, 
And I laid me down with 'a will. 

This be the verse you grave for me; 

Here ho lies where ho longed to be; 
Home Is the sailor, home froin the sea, 

And the hunter home from the liill."

The British nation has undertaken 
the experiment of putting Its aged men 
and women beyond the reach of want. 
This has cost a largo sum of mone.v 
and already the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chetjuer, Jlr. IJoyd George, is com- 
pelled to ask for an addltlnnnl four 
and a half million dollars. Yet great 
as the sum Is and though ,a still larger 
amount will be required in the future 
the minister feels and ho has made 
the parliament feel that he has done 
right. 

A few days ago he asked for a sup- 
1 ilementiiry estimate to carry on the 
worlc of tlie Old Age Pensions Act. 
Jfis speecli Is iIositUhmI as a trhiinph 
(if oratory wliieli eonvinreil even his 
opponents. In the course nf 111.4 speech 
he said: 

"It is costing money. U js costing 
more than we anticip.iinl, but the 
greatness of the cost shows tbr ilc iitli 
of the need, and though I ;iui moving 
for an additional £900,001) out of llie 
exchequer of this rich and great coun- 
try, and though I shall find groat dif- 
ficulty probably in finding the eight 
or nine millions which it may even- 
tually cost, I don't believe there Is a 
man in this country blessed by Provi- 
dence with abundance who will bi> 
shabby enough to grudgo a share to 
his poorer fellow-citizens In order to 
redeem them from the poverty without 
hope with whlcli they have been op- 
pressed." 

The administration of the fund has 
found tliat there was even greater 
poverty among the aged than has been 
anticipated. It Is hard for us to realize 
the extent of tlio poverty among the 
old In the Mother Country. There are 
L'00,000 men and women over 70 receiv- 
ing relhrf under the poor laws. That 
is more than live times as great a 
number as the population of Victoria. 
Three times ,is m;iiiy. COO, 000, were li\'- 
Ing in such poverty that they liave 
come under llie operation of the Act 
and are rr'celvlng pensions. Many of 
these peojile wore suffering the extreme 
of poverty. One old woman, seventy- 
five years of age, liad contrived to save 
£S5 to .'save her from a jiauiier's fun- 
eral, though her slender earnings 
scarcely Hulllcod to keep body and solil 
together. She would not draw on this 
hoard though she was compelled to 
sell her bits of furniture. Many such 
stories w(!re told and the contrast bo- 
twei'ii the power and wealth of Great 
Hrltaln, represi'Uted by the Imperial 
Iiarliament anil the sufferings of men 
and women living Uw.b than a mile 
aw.'iy \vaH drawn In eloipiont words. 
Alluding to l\u\ labors of the iieiision 
olllcers, .Mr. iJoyil Ceurgo .valil: "I am 
not Kuriu'l.sed that tlic in-nKlon olIleerH 
liiive woi'kcd gkicllj-. They have work- 
ed liari! — lianl.'.T p.orlia tlian tli.^y 
have ever worked before — but tliey 
have felt that they were bringing hap- 
piness to lumdreds of tlKiiisandii nf <il(l 
Iieople .stooiied In desrmlr anil an.^iety, 
leiigthfiilng tlu^ir Ih'es, lu-i);lueiiiiif; 
their days, and .'Uiqulrlng torrltur.s- 
from the I'hiiiilre from the valley of the 
shadow." 

Wliato\'er may bi.' Ilinught of the 
liarty to wlileh Mr. IJoj-d (leorge be- 
longs, tliore (■;iM be no dmibt that in 
rolleving the a).;e(l iioiir llie I'.iltish na- 
tion Is j'lillllllng iui oliligatlon resting 
upon tbi'in. It may be that there an- 
siniio of tliese j)eo))le who are but clos- 
iiig mis-spent lives, there can be little 
doubt that the most (liscrlmlnatlng of- 
llcers will be somi'tlnies deceived; it Is 
|)o,s.slbli.' that rovi-'Ugefiil sons niul 
(laughters have negleetoil the duty 
which the government has fi'lt compel- 
led to undertake, y;et that the work of 
relieving from' want is worthy of a 
Christian nation no one can doVibt who 



In ex-en the slightest degree reallxea 
the suffering of the very poor or the 
Inllrmltles of age. 

AVhlle wo must believe that those do 
right who relieve the wants of the aged 
poor in Great Britain and other coun- 
tries of the old world we ought in om- 
own coiiiitry to endeavor to prevent 
such deplorable condltiohs from aris- 
ing. They.riiijjiber :-.§(f?:tbt>se. wlio In 
Canada in their oltl age need the help 
either of the charitable or of the state 
is small. It should not be allowed to 
Increase. The pension scheme which 
has been sot on foot In this country la 
one of the ways- in whicli men and 
women can provide for their old ago. 
Those who arcs young and strong do 
wisely in prepariiig for the time when 
their right hands have lost their cun- 
ning. The grout majority of men. In 
those days, endeavor tij do this in one 
way or other. Insurance policies are 
taken out , investments made and bone- 
lit societies Joined in the hope of se- 
curing a competency for the future or 
of iirovidlng for families. 

Women wage-earners tire, pcrhap.s, 
less likely to aayi^ than men. As a 
rule their Incomes are very nioderato 
and the demands upon tliom groat. 
Vi-'W expect to be always dejioudent on 
their own efforts for a livelihood. They 
have not much oppiirtiiiilly of jmlgliig 
of the safety of liuoslnieiit. Indeed, 
exooiit In rare Instances the wisdom 
•-if laying out money in this way is not 
felt by tbein. The opportunity of 
laying by very small sums wliicli, by 
the exercise of a little self-denial they 
could spare should be welcomed by 
many young women. If they remain 
single the pension would suffice for 
tlieir moderate wants and perhaps 
there are few married women of sixty 
who would not be glad of a small in- 
come of their own. Those who make 
this or some other provision for old 
ago are doing something to prevent tlui 
necessity of such work as la being done 
In Great Britain now. 

* • *

Additional interest is lent to this 
year's dramatic comi)otitlons, by tho 
ofior of the famous Canadian actress, 
JIIss Margaret -Nnglln, to luvsont a 
brac(!l( t to the latly whom tho Judges 
decide to li;i\-e been the \.)vf\. actress 
taking jiai'l in tlio conipetiiion. 

'I'he comiiollti'in is alroaily exciting 
a largo amount nf interosi .■iiid the 
signs are that this y. ar's contests will 
I'asily eclipsi. tliosi' of previous years. 
Tlio selection of His .Majesty's theatre 
as the soone of tlie contests will no 
iloulit give gri'at satisfaoticin to tho 
amati'ur .-ictors of tho city taking 
jiiirt, as they will be able to secure a 
lot of useful assislanoe in the shape 
of jirops and scenery from the man- 
agement of the tlioatie. 

That till.' nliject of the competitions 
bns boon achieved, no one will diMiy, 
who witnessed last year's contest In 
Ottawa. The wholesome spirit of riv- 
alry that iirevalled, and the intense 
eiithnslasm displayed by the comiiotl- 
tors, showed how heartily they had 
entered Into the spirit of the contest. 

"The lessons learnt In the previous 
years have not been forgotten, and It 
is confidently expected that this year 
the competition will be keener and 
closer and produce better acUng and 
music than that of previous years.

There lire many mothers who do not 
believe that children should,- under 
any circumstances, go to tho theatre 



The lights and the excitement are. 
they believe, bad lor.th^ Uttlo people. 
They Injure their nerves and mako 
tlioni unfit for steady "work, cither at 
school or at home. The dramatic sit- 
uations presented to Immaturo minds 
give them false views of life. 

Green grass, fresh air and jilenty 
of space are, tliey believe, the most 
fitting environment for ebiklren. Given 
these and perhaps a little wise direc- 
tion and they will enjoy ilu'iiiselves In 
a natural way. In all healthy chil- 
dren there is a capacity £or:,enJoyHient 
that needs no stimulation.'''' '',:■•' >. 'i- ■ 

If, however, children must have some 
form of dramatic entertainment, that 
devised by the iiliiywrlglits tind thea- 
tre managers of Purls sooms to be the 
least objectionable. Those children's 
plajys !ire thus described: 

Never, says an exchange, was tiiere 
a playhouse with un atmos[)liere so 
gay, HO free and happy as this tlieatre 
Is on two afternoons a week. The 
walls, prettily decorated in soft grey 
and dull gold, ring ■ with hursts of 
childish laughter. Now an excited boy 
jumiis from his seat as the magician 
changes his handkerchief In a white 
rabbit. Now his little sister gives soft 
shrieks of delight to see that the ma- 
gician's liat bais mysteriously turned 
into a little iilg. Or pio-liaps the story 
of Aladdin is dramatically told by a 
cti-ver reciter wlillo the incidents are 
pictured by means of'the masrlG lan- 
tta-iis and animated shadows behind a 
screen. 

Occasionally in the afternoon.. CQmes 
a recess of ten minutes, iauri'ng which 
the children walk about to stretch 
their limbs or gather In gay groups' 
to talk about tho wonders they have 
seen. Trim maids In black gowns 
trip up aind down the aisles with 
Ijaskets of cake and candy to sell, and 
the children munch and chatter, while 
behind the curtain the stage iiaiids 
dart to and fro, rearranging llie scene 
for auotlier little |ilay. 'Phis time 
)iorliaps 11 Is what the rreiioh call a 
"concours." a kind of guessing con- 
test. A little play is |.'Ut on, in which 
the chief character is a sick child. 
The doctor, after much puzzling, con- 
fesses that ho does not know what 
medicine to give tho patient. He asks 
tli(3 audience to help him with sugges- 
tions, and writes on a slip of paper 
each one that is offered. Tlun lie 
aisks the children to guess which of 
tho remedies will cure the invalid. 
The answers, written down by the 
guessers, ai'o gathered up and placed 
in a hat, and the doctor draws tlieni 
out one by one, announcing that the 
last one will be the proper remedy. 
A chocolate bonbon Is the last guess, 
and tho children who li.iive declared 
for that giggle happily when the doc- 
tor tells them that all who guessed 
"chocolate bonbon" ■ will receive a 
surprise on the morrow. Sure enough, 
on the morrow a box of candy or per- 
hajis ii book Is sent to the address of 
each fortunate guesBer — name and ad- 
dress having been written with each 
guess, by request.

1 Tlie first clause.-, which provides for 
the iiiiposition of jieriodlcal iiayiiients 
I of licenses, ill conjunction willi the 
i enumeration In schedule "A," e.Niiliiiiis 
I the operation of tlie regulation clear- 
ily. 

Clause 1 follows: 

ICvery person using or following, 
wltliin the Munlcliial limits of the cor- 
poration of the District of Oak Bay, 
any of the trades, occupations or jjro- 
fessions particularly described and 
mentioned in schedule "A" hereto, 
sliall take out a periodical license 
therefor for such period as In the said 
sclu;dua- is set out, and sliall pay 
therefm- such periodical aiiiii as is in 
the sail Schedule specified, and shall 
from tlie termination of such period 
renew and at till times keep such lic- 
enses on foot b.v the like periodical 
pa.vuKMits, which said sums shall res- 
pectlvel.v be jiaid in ;idvanee to the 
Clerk of the Corporation of the Dis- 
trict ot Oak Bay to and for the use 
of the Corporation of the District of 
Oak- Bay.

Every person who exhibits within 
the municipal limits of the C'oriiorji- 
tlon of the Dl-strlct of Oak Bay, wiix- 
works, circus riding. rope walking, 
dancin.g, tumbling ;ind other aerobatio 
or gymnastic performances, wild ani- 
mals or hippodrome, sparring, boxing, 
sleight of hand, legerdemain. Jug- 
glery or otili-r like tricks, picture.^, 
jiaintlng, statuary, works of art, natur- 
al or artificial curiosities, tableaux, 
wonderful :iiilni;ilK and fre;iks of na- 
ture, or any other exhibition kept for 
lilre or profit where the same is ex- 
hibited 1 l-sewhere tlian in a thetitre, 
music ball or concert hall, or other 
building or place duly licensed, for 
every day of such oxhlbltlon.

That the city ha.^ not tUo power 
to do the street aprlnkllng on the 
local Iroproyement planj8;tl)0 opinion 
of the city^soUijltor. jiildefman Hum-.

for conBidoratlon at last night's coun- 
cil mooting-, the city solicitor explain- 
ing- that wlulo tlio work cannot bo 
done on the .same basis as- other per- 
nianont works of local lifiprovcmcnt 
tho city has the right to cliurgo up the 
cost to property owners on any street 
where such owners request that tho 
3i)rinkllnf,'- be done. 

Mayor Hall explained that In Ot^ 
tawa. tho city at tho flr.st of oacli year 
prepares a by-law of tho area which 
Is Intended to 'bo sprinkled and tho 
owners on any particular street may 
object thereto whereupon only those 
streets which wlsli It are done. JIayor 
Hall expressed his opinion that hf-re- 
tofore a lot of money luis lieen wasted 
with litth; Kood results and Akiernum 
Turner was emphatic In Ills yUit.;- 
ment that tliOHie to whom llio con- 
tract had been let had wasted a. -great 
dc;il of tUno. Tho matter was referred 
to tho firewardens fov consideration 
and report. 

Street Sweeping. 

Tho matter of street sweeping was 
olso broached. Alderman JlcKeown 
BUK-gestion that the paved street 
.sliould be swoi)t particularly on Sat- 
urday evenings between 11 and 12 
o'clock and Aldernian Henderson 
wanted the street sprinkler to go over 
tho pavement first. Tho present sys- 
tem of having two or three old men 
doing the work Is now, he declared, 
a farce since tho Increase In tho per- 
manent pavements. 

Mayor Hall pointed out that until 
tho salt water high pressxire system 
Is In working: order it will bo impos- 
sible to flush the streets as the Elk 
lako supply of water should not be 
wasted. Tho engineer wiU be called 
upon to make a report on the matter 
to tho streets committee. 

City Solicitor Pilann advised that 
while the city lia.s tlie power to in- 
clude the work of laying sewer con- 
nections from the .sewers to tho street 
lines and cliarge tlio cost of tho work 
up to the local Improvement plan In 
cruses whore street Improvements are 
being: done on that system thero Is no 
authority for tho city to so lay water 
connections. However, he thought 
that the city, before laying pave- 
ments or making local Improvements,' 
might make it a condition that tho 
work would not he gone on with un- 
less tho owners cons(!nted to have tho 
connections to each lot put In. In that 
way the future tearing uji of the road- 
way after tho Improvements aro com- 
pleted would bo obviated. 

Chinese Graves Disturbed. 

Messrs. Peters & Wllsori; solicitors 
for the Chinese Consolidated -Benevo- 
lent association, complained of tho 
serious desecration of thn graves of 
Clilnamcn In the Ro.ss Buy cemetery. 
Employees of the city have ' recently 
l)ecn working with tlie object of filling 
in the bank to prevent tho encroach- 
niont of the sea and In so doing have 
dug up several Chlne.se graves ko tliat 
mucli of the skeletons have be.en laid 
bare. In view of tlio fact that tlio 
Chinese have now a cemetery of their 
own on Foul Bay they desire that they 
be allowed to remove all Chinese bodies 
from Ross Bay and to remove tho altar 
and wooden liead boards, Thoy will 
turn over to the city that portion of 
the Ross Bay cemetery formerly used 
by them provided that the city will 
agree to release tliem from tlio usual 
fees charged when bodies aro exhumed. 
The Chinese are now taking up a sub- 
scription to permit of this work being 
done. The request will be>COnsldered 
by the cemetery committee; 
, Owing to the complaint ■-. made by 
Albert. Toller, through whode property 
ruh^ the. private road to the high level 
tanK, ftn St Charles street, the city 
wlir^ erect . a sign -warning tho public 
t^iat the road Is a private one and not 
to be used by the gehfcral public, maiiy 
of whom have boon dOing so recently.

Resignation Aeoapted. 

The resignation of Tbomaa 'Wataon, 
Are chief, was- received and 'accepted. 
Applications <of the position -will be 
received up to 4 o'clock on' the after- 
noon of April 10 next. The salary has 
been fixed at $126 per month. Chief 
Watson's salary wUI continue until tho 
end of April. 'Alderman Fuilorton 
aaked if the fire chief la not appointed 
by the firewardens.

Hasell stated that a swallow 
wa.<i Rci'n yesterday for the lirs.t tinio 
ilui-lng tho iiresent year. He also made 
ii donation to the society . of . Indian 
arrow heads and 'chlseSls- vvhich wore 
jilckcd lip upon ' Saturna Island. . 

Mr. E. o. Schofield, the provincial 
librarian, gave ja, 'brief account of 
f^inion T'raser's 'arduoudf , trip doivn the 
I'^raser river, leaving' Fort George 
upon tho 22nd day of May In the year 
1S08, almost precisely 101 years ago. 

Upon June tho 9th', 1808, he reached 
the Big Canyon at Kelly's Creek, using 
tho birch bark canoes of the hardy 
northwestern voyageur.s and proceed- 
ing -with the utmost caution, as not 
only was the countrj- ujion both sides 
of tlin river, as well as this tiniiulent 
stream Itself, often excessively rough 
and precipitous, but the canyons were 
deep, Ijiiillag and very dangerous to 
boiumcn, 

Upon June l-itli, the venturesomo 
pnrty nrrivt'd at the cirand l-'iu-k.s, the 
junction of Bridge river with tlie Fra- 
.sor; ujioti the ir.tli, I.^llln(iet; and upon 
tlie Uitli, the junction with the Tliomp- 
pon river. 

About tlio 21st, two of their heavily 
laden canoes were wrecked In the boil- 
ing waters in one vcr.\' dangerou.s can- 
>-'Ui, i,nt no lite was lost; while upon 
tlie 25tli of June, the big black canyon 
leading down to Hell's very gate and 
e.vtendiiig tor some 20 miles abovo 
Yale was reached. 

The Indians were accustomed to 
make tliis (lulte iierllous nild always 
dinicult pas.'--age by means of rioles and 
rude rope ladders, and Mr. Schofield 
pau.spd for a moment to recall this 
priniitlve p.-ith highway which was suc- 
ceeded liy ii comparatively splendid 
inodern highway constructed In 1.S81 
by the Royal Engineers, and later, in 
the '80'a by the still more modern and 
inagnlfinent highway of the Canadian 
Pticinc Railway Company. 

And ns recently as In those very 'SO'a 
a- C.P.R. engineer observed a strong 
ana affile Indian carrying a stove and 
.'I camping outflt upon his back up and 
up tho veiy same kind of rtfde and 
."flender ladder which Simon Fraserand 
his companions themselves used upon 
their return •Jourtiey frorei the sea.' 

Upon June 29th Tate was attained, 
and upon the 30th, ChlUlwak, an$ the 
ChlUiwak river, which then, flowed 
strongly Into the Fraser near where 
tho city of Chllliwak now stands, and 
not by way of Vedder Creole and Su- 
mas Lake, Into which it was diverted 
In the "VO's by Interested residents of 
Clilllhvak municipality. 

Whch Sumas Mountain was sighted 
It v-'da known to the travellers as Stre- 
mosli. 

Leaving Yale upon tho morning of 
the oOth.lFrasor reached Wharnock 
upon the evening of the same day, and 
upon the first day of July, which In 
the year ISGG, or i)8 years later, was 
to commemorate tho birth of a new 
and !i greater Dominion, he penetratixl 
by w;iy of the North Arm as far as 
Point Hrey, ;ind voyaged u])on tho wa- 
ters of the peaceful Oulf of Georgia. 

His return journey to Fort George, 
wliUh was made at once, was marked 
by ninny fonts of heroic endurance and 
courage, and the party reached thtdr 
starting point, Fort George, upon tho 
Gtli of August of the s.ame year. 

Slnion Fraser actually found tho 
locality where Bytton now stands more 
populous than It Is tod.iy, ,as there lie 
mot upon the Iflth of June, 181.'', no less 
than 1,200 llneiy built and very friendly 
Indians. 

He crossed the Roek-y Mountains, by 
■w.i.v of the Peace Rlve-r Pass in tho 
year ison. ' 

He was accomjianied upon this mem- 
orable trip by John Stewart and Louis 
Qiiosrielle, who sometime subsequently 
becaiii" a nieml)er of the legislative 
couiicli of the province of Quebec;. 

Alexander Mackenzie, who di.scover- 
od tho Fraser river in 1792, was under 
the impression that ho had struck 
upon the headquarters of tho Columbia 
river, and for a time Simon Fra.ser 
•shared this conviction to the extent 
that lio believed that he -was travers- 
ing a branch of the Columbia river. 

A number of vivid Illustrations of 
scenes connected with the lecture were 
subsequently thrown upon the canvass.

Sun Life Manager' Gives Further Views 
to Committeer— British- Com- 
panies' Position ■ T ■ , 
Ottawa, .-March.:. 29.-r-Whon consider- 
ation of the Insurance bill before the 
banking and commerce commiitee was 
resumed this morning, T. Xi. Macaulay 
of the Sun Life, emphasized the value 
of deferred profit plans. He said tha^t 
the twenty-year dividend policy wa.s 
extremely popular, 70 per cent. dC tin; 
insurance written In Canada being on 
that basis. lie opposed retroactive 
legislation. Ho suggested that sur- 
plus profits bo stated each year, but 



not distributed until such time as the 
policies called for it. In regard to 
rebates, Mr. Macaulay suggested that 
discrimination agalntit, and especially 
heavy penalties on nianager.s be done 
away with. Rebating propc^r, or an 
agent dividing profits with the policy 
holder, he had no sympathy with, but 
there were .speclaJ, cases, such as a 
man taklrig'-out'D.;- policy to secure ai 
loan, which might be treated with less 
rigor. 

Dealing with policies that lapse In- 
advertentl.v, Mr.- Macaulay said that 
In the United States the extended term 
of Insuramce plan M-aa adopted, but 
this was not considered satisfactory. 
Under the provisions of his company 
a ])ollcy did not lapse until the re- 
.«erve was exhausted. The dangur was 
in letting i)olley holders think It did 
not matter whether policies were i)ald 
up or not. To meet that they pro- 
posed to make a ma^n who was trdv- 
Ing advantag-c of the company pay 
for his carelessness, 'but not so far as 
to make him undergo another medical 
examination, as In the United States. 

i\lr. l'''li!l(linK considered this a strong 
po.«iti(in to take. 

B. Hal Brown, representing IJritlsh 
life companies iloing liusiiu'ss In Can- 
ada, said the propo.scd measure if put 
into force In Us i>reKent .state, would 



endanger the life Insurarice business. 

If the section which demands an ex- 
hibit of gain and loss is not elimin- 
ated British companies will be com- 
pelled to withdraw from t'anada. At 
present they are Interested to the ex- 
tent of .$:'u,00fl,()00. During the insur- 
ance investigation, .Mr. Brown said, 
not one word of c<'nsure was uttered 
regarding Brltlssh methods. On the 
other hand, their methods were com- 
mended.

Toiicliln/j on naval e.Kpendltiire, the 
PremltT aakl Canada was engaging on 
work.4 of peace, but naval, defense must 
hi.', undertaken upon lines" 'J)f» our own 
action — to do for this what' had been 
dono for the mllltla. It might be com- 
menced with a small nuclou.s, but wa.s 
Canada sure wliero tho beginning and 
end would come In naval matters? Tho 
armament of yoslorday might be obso- 
lete tomorrow. In 1U02 training aliliis 
■ were the great thing. In 1907 they 
wore not heard of, and It was a auestlon 
of armament. The admiralty had sUg- 
go.Hted two years ago that Canada should 
not contrlbiito to the e.xc)iequer, but 
provide .submarlne.s, docks and torpedoes, 
The Premier thought that wo should 
proceed as with the mllltla, take coun- 
.sol with the naval authorities of Britain 
ami aftor organizing some praotlca'.ile 
plan of naval defense, carry tt'oiit after 
our own metlids. 

Wlr Wilfrid then cnnie lo his porora- 
tion. and every word was listened to 
attentively. IIo hoped tile day would 
never come when Canada would be 
drawn In the conlllcts of Ka- 
rople. but he had no hesitation In sav- 
ing that If the day should come when 
the .supreinaey of Britain -".n tho seas 
wa.s cliallenged, U would be the duty 
of all the colonies to close around the 
old Motherland and make a rampart 
about her to ward off any attack. He 
lioi)ed this day would nc'Ver come, but 
should It come he proml.sed to ilevote 
what would be left of his life and en- 
ergy lo stump the country and en- 
deavor to Impre.ss upon ills fellow men, 
and especially his compatriots In Que- 
bec, his conviction tliat the salvation of 
ICnKlaud wa.-i tlie salvation of Canada, 
that therein lay her civil and religious 
freedom, and everything she valued In 
thi.s life. 

Mr. Borden's Speech. 

Mr. Bonien declared that Croat Brit- 
ain had slrengtliened the ties binding 
till' overseas dominions to the Jlolher- 
land by granting them' full and com- 
plete autonomy. As far as military de- 
len.so was concerned, Canada had 'wvne 
an Inciea.sing share of responslbllltv. 
The object of expenditure for military 
purposes was worthy, but lialf of It 
ought to be devoted to naval defence, 
eanada'.s great market was Great Brit- 
ain, and it would not be preserved by 
Iter mllltla, but could be preserved by 
naval defense. Against whom were the 
military forces directed?. He did not 
wLsh to mlnlinl/.e the importance of 
military defence, but on the other liand 
lie emiiha.sl/.ed the need of protection of 
Canada's sea coast.s. Tho policy of the 
British navy was one of concentration 
and Australia had adopted similar meth- 
od.". The proper line for Canada to take 
was to have a Canadian naval forc'e. 
The contrrMitlon scheme in .'Vustraila 
had been foiind not to be quite satis- 
factory In the real defence of her coasts. 
As to the resolution of the Premier, 
.Mr. Borden said lie would like to make 
one or two suggestions. This was not 
a time for party tactics. (Loud and 
general applause.) Mr. Borden did not 
see there was any need of setting fortli 
wliat Canada was not prepared to do, 
but they should say what slio was pre- 
pared to do. In his opinion It was not 
wise nor opportune to impress upon tho 
British taxpayers that Canada had tak- 
en over some of the burden In respect 
lo irallfiix and KHquimalt. In view of 
the burdens which the British taxpayers 
liac! borne cheerfully thks assertion of 
v.hal Canada was doing was somewhat 
trivial. In 1!)02 tiie Premier hod told 
the British government that CanadK 
was prepared to do something. Nothing 
had 'jeen done during seven years, and 
Hpmethlng should be done' promptly. 
>'The rcsolutioh was unanimously 
adopted.
